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DITCH BLASTING IS 
SUCCESSFUL TUESDAY 


A demonstration carried on Tues­ 
day on the Charles Slinkard 
farm 
four miles northwest of Oran, proved 
conclusively that dynamite could be 
used to "dig” drainage ditches. 
C. 
J. Phillips, Harold Trowbridge, G. B. 
Greer, Moore Greer, Frank W. Van 
Horne and a Standard representative 
witnessed the work being carried on 
by farmers under the direction of A. 
J. Renner, Scott County Farm Agent, 
and A. J. McAdams, Extension Spec­ 
ialist in 
Agricultural 
Engineering, 
University of Missouri. 
It became necessary to dig a ditch 
when the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad 
made their fill through this particu­ 
lar farm, causing water to stand on 
the land lying to one side of the em ­ 
bankment. 
Under 
an 
agreement 
leached by landowners and the rail­ 
way company, the 
latter furnished 
the necessary 
explosives 
and 
the 
farmers agreed to do the work. 
Mr. McAdams organized hi* work­ 
men into three gangs, two men using 
an iron "T” bar drove holes in 
the 
line of the proposed ditch, two feet 
apart, a 
second 
gang 
distributed 
three or four sticks of dynamite to 
each hole, while the last gang drop­ 
ped the explosives into the holes and 
tamped them 
into 
position 
with 
wooden poles. 
A strip 
of 
from 150 to 200 feet 
was blasted out at each charge. 
The charge threw a great showei 
of earth into the air and created 
a 
clean-cut ditch, which measured 
on 
the average 8 feet across 
the 
top, 
four to five across the bottom and 
from four and one-half to five feet 
deep. 
Mr. McAdams stated that 
South­ 
east Missouri had contracted for ap 
proximately 12.000 pounds of 
this 
special ditch blasting dynamite this 
spring, and that most of it would be 
used in this section. 
Drainage dis- 
tlifts all over Missouri have bought 
a total of 25,000 pounds for use this 
year. 
A conservative estimate made on 
the ground Tuesday afternoon placed 
the cost at twenty-three cents 
pel 
cubic yard, which experts agree 
is 
cheap for heavy black gumbo land 
i>uch as was handled on the Slinkard 
farm. 
McAdams explained that 
re­ 
sults are not as uniform 
in 
sandy 
land unless it be unusually full 
of 
water. 
Fourteen men were employed 
in 
blasting the 500-foot ditch Tuesday 
afternoon, and the equipment 
con­ 
sisted of the following: 
One 
iron 
“T ” 
bar, 
three 
wood 
poles, 
500 
pounds of dynamite, one wagon 
to 
haul the explosives and a detonatoi 
and 250 f eet of cable to set off 
the 
charges. 
Three blasts were made on 
the 500-foot strip.

NONPARTISAN, BOARD 
C H IE F TELLS BECKER 


Jefferson

22.—The 
charge made Wednesday 
by 
Secre 
ta»y of State Charles U. Becker that 
employes of the State Highway Com 
mission are selected 
on 
a 
partisan 
basis was denied vigorously today in 
a statement issued over the signa 
ture of Sikeston, 
chairman of 
the 
commission. 
Becker made his charge in his a t­ 
tack on the Cave Donnelly bill creat 
ing a bipartisan Budget Commission. 
The bill was drafted by a joint com 
mittee of the House and Senate 
at 
the suggestion of Gov. Caulfield, and 
is now pending in the Senate. 
In a 
prepared statement, Becker said 
in 
referring to the bipartisan feature of 
the Budget Commission: 
“That would make the commission 
nonpartisan like the State Highway 
Department, which is 
now 
so non 
partisan that its clerical 
and engi 
neering forces are 
almost 
entirely 
Democratic, which is what the Dem 
ocra tic Senate ^ n d the 
Democratic 
associated industries devoutedly de­ 
sire”. 
In the reply 
Matthews said 
the 
Highway Commission has “consist 
ently refused to 
know 
or catalogue 
the political convictions and affilia­ 
tions of its employes”. 
“ No one should 
know this”, 
the 
statem ent continues, "with 
greater 
certainty than the Secretary of State, 
whose repeated and unauthorized pol 
ivies for an inventory of the policies 
of the employes of the commission 
for use in the official manual of the 
State have been denied. 
“ In refusing to countenance 
the 
assessment of its employes for po­ 
litical campaigns and other purposes, 
and in refusing to hinge employment 
upon political affiliation or influence, 
the commission believes 
it 
enjoys 
the universal approval of 
the 
citi­ 
zens of this State with the 
notable 
exception of the Secretary of State. 
As between the policies acceptable to 
the citizens ot the State and a policy 
acceptable to the Secretary of State, 
the State Highway Commission will,

With planting start 
ing latv, the expectation is a smaller 
grand total than when the spud cut­ 
ting -tarts early. 
Fall breaking of land was 
»nuvh 
hindered in the areas where 
heavy 
rainfall came in November, and this 
spells additional delay for corn plant­ 
ing 
this 
spiing. 
Considering 
the 
weathei since February 15th, Jewell 
Mayes of the Missouri State Board 
of Agriculture says that he 
agrees 
with Secretary M. G. Thornburg 
of 
Iowa that farm work will be a month 
late. 


During the year 11*28 the Missouri 
grain crops of the season moved out 
of the county where grown in 
the 
following percentages: 
8 per cent of 
the corn, 50 per cent of the wheat, 
and 9 per cent of the oats. 
In 
1927 
the portions moving from the county 
were of corn 16 per cent, wheat

per cent and oats 0 per 
cent. 
The 
10-year averages moving out are corn

young litters in good 
health. 
The 
proper ra re of young pigs will result 
in "-mereused profits later on. 
It 
is 
very im portant th a t young pigs 
be 
kept from becoming infested 
with 
woims. The method of worm preven­ 
tion work out is w orthy 
of trial by 
every swine 
raiser. 
This 
method 
consists in not allowing the new bom 
pigs to become worm infested d u r­ 
ing the first 14 to 16 weeks of 
its 
life. 
Such a method may be briefly 
outlined as 
follows: 
1. 
Thorough 
cleaning of farro w in g pen with boil­ 
ing lye w ater. 
O rdinary germicides 
will not penetrate covering of round­ 
worm eggs. 
Scalding lye w ater will. 
2. The sow should be clean when she 
is placed in the farrow ing pen. 
The 
best way to insure thsi, is to 
wash 
sides and udder of sow with 
w arm 
w ater (not lye w ater) and soap 
to 
remove wprm eggs th at would cause 
im m ediate infestation of young pigs 
when they begin to 
nurse. 
3. 
Two 
weeks afte r farrow ing the sow and 
litter should be placed in a pasture 
th a t has been cultivated since last 
used by hogs. 
Clover alfalfa, 
rye, 
wheat, oats, rape, etc., may he used 
for pasture. 
The pigs are kept here 
until four m onths old, they must be 
separated from other pigs th a t are 
worm infested. 
T here is no period 
in a pig's life when it will respond 
so readily to good or bad treatm e n t 
as w hen it is suckling. 
The skilled 
feeder, then, can expect a m axim um 
return from his effort 
to 
properly 
feed and m anage the young litter. 
P erh ap s the m ost common troubles 
caused!» y lack of proper attention to 
the feeding and m anagem ent of small 
pigs are scours and thum ps. 
Scours 
are usually caused by changing 
the 
feed of the sow, overfeeding, dirty 
pens and troughs, exposure of either 
sou or pigs 
to 
cold rain 
or 
cold 
w eather in such a way that they be­ 
come chilled. 
Since scours usually result 
from 
indigestion, the feeding at this tim e 
should he 
done 
with 
special care. 
T here are a good 
many 
remedies 
used to correct 
this 
trouble. 
The 
first thing to do is to cut down 
on 
the sows feed, clean up her quarters, 
if not already clean, and g ive sow a 
physic, such as three or four ounces 
of epsom salts. 
If this is done, good 
results will usually follow. 
A taLle- 
spoon of sulphur in the sows feed for 
two days is also good. 
T hum ps 
in 
young pigs is the result of lack 
of 
sunshine and eercise along w ith too 
liberal feeding. 
The rem edy is 
to 
cut down the sows feed and force 
the pigs to take exercise out in

The orchardist 
m ust be careful to spray with

proper spray for the variety at

The first sum m er spray for apples 
should be put on

These difficulties were real. In 1880 
when (lie first national convention was 
attempted, the United States had only 
28 miles of railway, and stage aud 
horseback iruvei over Ill-made roads 


w h s extremely slow. 
The Anti Masonic party was one of 
those sporadic, uieteorllke third parties 
that are born and die almost In the 
same campaign. 
But to It goes the 
credit of holding the first national con­ 
vention. 
The gathering met at Philadelphia 
in September, 1830, and called a sec­ 
ond convention to meet In Baltimore a 
year later. At the lutter meeting the 
party had a representation equal to 
the number of senators and repre* 
gentatives of the states in congress. 
The National Republicans, forerun 
ners of the Whig party, were not slow 
to Imitate the Anti .Masons’ example. 
Baltimore In 1881 was also the scene 
of their first national convention, with 
167 delegates, representing in some­ 
what 
irregular 
fashion 
17 
states 
Members decided upon the candidates 
by a roll of delegates, each rising In 
his place as tils name was called and 
announcing his vote. 
Henry 
Clay 
was 
the 
unanimous 
nominee of the convention, and It 
recommended Hie convening of a na­ 
tional 
assembly 
of 
young 
men in 
Washington the next year. This body, 
known derisively as “Clav’s 
Infant 
School,” also Indorsed the great com­ 
promiser. 
Neither of these early conventions 
adopted what could be strictly regard­ 
ed as a platform, in the modern sense, 
although they passed resolutions. The 
ten resolutions adopted by the young 
men at Washington have been re­ 
ferred to as the first platform ever 
formulated by a national party con 
vent ion. 
Gen. Andrew Jackson, who had been 
elected President in 1828, with bis 
keen instinct for getting close to the 
people, was quick to see advantage 
in the new nominating method. 
So, 
although Jackson was sure of being 
renominated by the Democrat® to suc­ 
ceed himself, lie had a national con­ 
vention summoned for the purpose of 
ratifying his preference for Martin 
Van Buren of New York to be ttie 
vice presidential nominee. The latter 
was far from being a favorite with 
the party, and Jackson decided upon 
holding the convention to give his 
running-niate the semblance of a pop 
ular mandate. 
“Old Hickory” saw to It in advance 
that most of the delegates were lined 
up for his uiun. 
Those who disap­ 
proved of the New Yorker were told 
it would be well for them to climb 
aboard the bandwagon unless they 
wished “to quarrel with the general ” 
it is interesting to note that from 
this earliest Democratic national con­ 
vention date certain practices peculiar 
to 
Democratic 
conventions, 
notably 
the two-thirds rule, that have per­ 
sisted right down through the party 
history.

A «lemonstration carried on Tuea- 
day on the Charles Slinkard 
farm 
four mile* northwest of Oran, proved 
conclusively that dynamite could be 
used to "dig:” drainage ditches. 
(J. 
J. Phillips, Harold Trowbridge, G. B. 
Greer, Moore Greer, Frank W. Van 
Home and a Standard representative 
witnessed the work being carried on 
by farm ers under the direction of A. 
J. Renner, Scott County Farm Agent, 
and A. J. McAdams. Extension Spec­ 
ialist in 
Agricultural 
Engineering, 
University of Missouri. 
It became necessary to dig a ditch 
when the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
made their fill through this particu­ 
lar farm, causing w ater to stand on 
the land lying to one side of the em­ 
bankment. 
Under 
an 
agreement 
reached by landowners and the rail­ 
way company, the latter furnished 
the necessary 
explosives 
and 
the 
farm ers agreed to do the work. 
Mr. McAdams organized his work 
men into three gangs, two men using 
an iron "T ” bar drove holes in 
the 
line of the proposed ditch, two feet 
apart, a

distributed 
three or four sticks of dynamite to 
each hole, while the last gang drop

In 1818» 
when the tlrst national convention was 
attempted, the United States had only 
28 miles of railway, arid stage and 
horseback travel over ill-made roads 
was extremely alow. 
The Anti-Masonic party was one of 
those sporadic, meteorllke third parties 
that are born and die almost in the 
same campaign. 
But to It goes the 
credit of holding the first national con­ 
vention. 
The gathering met at Philadelphia 
In September, 1880, and called a sec­ 
ond convention to meet in Baltimore a 
year later. At the latter meeting the 
party had a representation equal to 
I lie number of senators and repre- 
aentati\es of the states in congress. 
The National Republicans, forerun 
ners of the Whig party, were not alow 
to Imitate the Anti Masoua' example 
Baltimore In 1881 was also the scene 
of their first national convention, with 
167 delegates, representing in some­ 
what 
irregular 
fashion 
17 
states 
Members decided upon the candidates 
by a roll of delegates, each rising In 
his place as his name was called and 
announcing Ida vote. 
Henry 
Clay 
was 
the 
unanimous 
nominee of the convention, and It 
recommended the convening of a oh 
tional 
a s s e m b ly 
of 
young 
men 
In 
Washington the next year. This body, 
known 
derisively as “Clnv's 
Infant 
School.” also Indorsed the great com­ 
promiser. 
Neither of these early conventions 
adopted what could he strictly regard­ 
ed as a platform, iu the modern sense, 
although they passed resolutions. The 
ten resolutions adopted by the young 
men at 
Washington 
have been 
re­ 
ferred to as the first platform ever 
formulated by a national party con 
ventlon. 
Gen. Andrew Jackson, who had been 
elected 
President in 1828, with bis 
keen instinct for getting close to the 
people, was quick to see advantage 
in the new nominating method. 
So. 
although Jackson was sure of being 
renominated by the Democrats to suc­ 
ceed himself, lie had a national con­ 
vention summoned for the purpose of 
ratifying his preference for 
Martin 
Van Buren of New York to be the 
vice presidential nominee. The latter 
was Car from being a favorite with 
the party, and Jackson decided upon 
holding the convention to give his 
running-mate the semblance of a pop 
ular mandate. 
“Old Hickory’* saw to It In advance 
that most of the delegates were lined 
up for his man. 
Those who dlsap 
proved of the New Yorker were told 
it would he well for them to climb 
aboard 
the bandwagon 
unless they 
wished “to quarrel with the general 
It Is interesting to note that from 
this earliest Democratic national con­ 
vention date certain practices peculiar 
to 
Democratic 
conventions, 
notably 
the two-ttilrds rule, that 
have per 
slated right down through the party 
history.

No one seems to 
know 
just what they are, but quite a lot i- 
known about what they do and that i* 
the important thing.

known vitamines. Vitamin 1> is the 
one needed to transform certain min­ 
eral elements of food into bone 
and 
eggshell. 
This important 
vitaniine 
is manufactured right in the .bodies, 
of fowls by the direct action of

ot the violet rays in sunshine. 
This is one reason why 1 am 
al­ 
ways insisting on open front poultry 
houses and plenty of range space for 
fowls. 
Every possible means should 
be employed to expose their bodies 
to the helpful action of sunlight. <»f 
course, this does not mean tha* they 
may not seek shade on extremely h< t 
days. 
Too much of anything is 
not 
good. 
Even in the shade, 
in

cases, the ultra-violet rays

C h icks that 
get plenty of sunlight will not

velop "leg disease” or rickets.• 
and

To get the maximum returns from 
the vegetable garden, it is necessary 
to have the land growing a crop

greater part of the season.

made possible by either following an 


early cool crop with a warm season 
crop or by repeating the same crop. 
For example—have the early lettuce 
followed by tomatoes and a fall crop 
of spinach. 
These three crops occu 
py the soil from early spring until 
late fall.
